Caught in the Japanese invasion 
in 1941, Mrs. Latimer suffered 
unspeakable hardships in concen- 
tration camps untill her re-patria- 
tion in 1943. Returning to China 
in 1947 as a teacher with the Navy, 
she found conditions deplorable 
under the existing civil war. 

“All the people want is }eace,” 
said Mrs. Latimer, “China for the 
Chinese and a chance to earn a 
meager living. Can we help her?

Chennault thinks we can, 

Gen. McArthur could have saved , 
her.”

Every so often, when the 
wind blows me into one of the 
early morning celebrity traps, I 


get to feeling a little uneasy 
myself.

put out by the American press, 
always poking and peering in- 
to a bloke’s privacy. It’s sim- 
ply staggering that a chap can 
be so confoundedly annoyed by 
the gossip columnists and 
photographers, when a ‘chap's 
always been brought up to think 
that unless one broke the law 
one's privacy was one’s own. 

I stagger right along with 
Davie.

I agree with the Marquess 
when he says the American busi- 
nessman is working himself to 
death, but I wonder how he 
ever found out.
